APROCLAMATION 


Againſt the deceitful Winding and Folding of Woolls.

CHARLES R. 
SIE, IS Pereas in the Parliament holden in the Seven and twentieth year of the Reign of Pur moſt Moble Pꝛogenitoꝛ, Edward the 
< Y 2 V2 9 Third, late Ring of England, it is Enacted and Oꝛdained (amongſt other things) That all Co Packers, Wager 

TANF and Winders of Wooll, ſhouldbe Swozn, and take a Co2pozal Path befoze the Mayo of the Staple foꝛ the time being, 
AA truly and julily to Wind, Wozk,'and Pack all the Woolls within the Realm, without fraud oz deceit: By fozce of which 
IV Statute, the Fellowſhip of Wooll-Winders, otherwiſe called Mooll-men, and all perſons ufing oz exerciſing that Crakt 
de Pyllery, are bound juſtly and truly to Wind and Pack all ſuch -Woolls as they meddle with thzoughour the Realm, 
. AS tothe publick good andcommodity of the whole Realm: By fozce of which Law, and other Statutes made foz the good 
and due Winding and Packing of Woolls, and by the good Oꝛdinantes made by the ſaid Fellowſhip, the ſaid Woolls 
- n bave been eber ſince juſtly and truly Wound andPacked, until now o late divers and many perſons contrary to the ſame 
N r IAA Statute, taking upon them to be Wooll-Winders in many places of this Realm, neither being Swozn, noz expert in 
Minding and Folding of Moolls; of which ſome be Glovers, Taylozs, Weavers, Cozdwayners, Barbers, Þusbandmen, and other Artificers 
who have gone about, and daily do go about thzougbout the Realm in many places, pzactfing themſelves in Winding and Folding of the laid 
Moolls, by the pzocurement and means of the Owners and Breeders of the laid Woolls, and do Mind up and deceitfully put into the laid Fleeces 
of TUooll, Sand, Stones, Dult, Pitch, Tarr, Clap, Jron, Lead, Double-marks, Shozelocks, Dung, Lambs-wooll, Tlackets, Locks, Þinder- 
thanks, Tails, Walhlocks, Cummer, and many other deceiveable things, not only to the great ſlander of this Realm, and the embaſement and 
diminution of that antient Staple-Trade, but tothe great loſs and p2ejudice of Þis Majeſties Subjects uling the Craft and Feat of Cloth- 
making within this Realm, and tothe great abuſe and deceit of Berchants, and other bupers of the ſame : Complaints whereof have been with 
all bumble earnelineſs repzeſented unto the Rings Majeſly by the Company and Fellowlhip of Wooll-men, alias Mooll⸗Packers of the City of 
London, Suppliants foꝛ remedy and relief in that vehalf, Therefoze foꝛtefoꝛmation and redzeſs thereof, the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, by 
the Advice of Þis Pꝛivy Council, ftraicly Chargethand Commandeth, That no manner of perſon oz perſons whatſoever be oz they be, at any time 
hereafter go about, o2 take upon him oꝛ them to Wind, Fold, oz Pack ay manner of Woolls in any Countrey o2County within this Realm, 
where Woolls are either bꝛed, wzought, had oz uſed, fo: any Merchant ofthe Staple, Bzeeder, Clothier oz Buyers, befoze he oz they ſhall be admit⸗ 
ted and allowed by the Maſter and Wardens of the Company and Fellowlhip of the Wooll-men of the City of London, oz one of them foz the 
time being; tothe intent that he and they thall be expert, and have knowledge in the laid Craĩt 82 Myſtery, foꝛ true Winding and Folding of 
TWoells : And that every perſon and perſons ſo allowed and admitted fo2 an able and lawful Wozkman oz Wozkmen in foꝛm afozeſaid, ſhall have 
a Tellimonial o2 Certificate of his allowance and admittance under the Seal of the Bayoz of the Staple of Weſtminſter foz the time being: Any 
that none of the ſaid perſons ſoallowed and admitted, o2 that ſhall go about oz take upon him oz them to Wind oz Fold any Woolls, befoze he oz 
they have taken a Cozpozal Path befoze the ſaid Wayoz foz the time being, That he oꝛ they ſhall truly and juſtly without deceit, Wind and Fold all 
and ſingular ſuch Well o2 Mcolls as he o2 they ſhall take upon him oꝛ them to Mind oz Fold, and ſhall not commit, uſe oz pzactiſe any deteit oꝛ 
guile therein; upon pain that every perſon which ſhall take upon him to Wind and Fold any manner of Wells, being not admitted and worn as 
xs afozcſaid, oz which ſhall tommit, uſe oꝛ pzactiſe any deceit oz guile therein againſt this Dur Pꝛoclamation, o2 againſt any the Laws and Sta- / 
tutes in that behalf made and p2ovided, ſhall ſuffer Impꝛiſonment Ten days, and to be ſet upon the Pilloꝛp in the next Market⸗Town, with a 1 
Flirte of Well hanging about his neck, accozving to the tenoz of ſeberal Pzclamations heretofoze ſet fozth 3 one in the Fifth year of the Reign of 
Dur moſt Noble Pꝛedeteſſoꝛ King Edward the Sixth; And one other Pzoclamation ſet out by Queen Elizabeth, bearing date the Tenth dap of Au- 
guſt, in the Fourth year of per Keign 3 And one other ſet fo2th in the Second year of the Reign of Our Royal Gzandfather King James, and bear⸗ 
ing date the Eighteenth day of June tn the ſaid year. 
And pis Majeſty further ſtraitly Chargethand Commandeth, That no Gzower, Bꝛie der, Bꝛogger 02Gatherer of any Wolls in any Þts Þigh* 
neſs Countreys oꝛ Counties within this Realm, ſhall at any time hereafter ſet on wozk any Wool[-Folder, o2 Well-Winder, to Fold o2Wind his 
02 their Weoll o2 Weolls, unleſs the ſaid Weoll-Folder, oz Woll-Winderbzing with him oꝛ them a Teſtimonial oꝛ Certificate under the Seal of | 
the ſaid Mayoꝛ ot the Staple at Weſtminſter foz the time being, teſtifying him oz them to be Swozn and admitted foꝛ an able Moꝛkman to Fold | 
and Wind Wells in manner and fozmas is afozeſaid, upon the like pain as is above expeelſed, 


And further, where by an Act made in the Thzee andtwentieth year of the Reign of Pur molt Noble Pzedecefſo2, Ring Henry the Eighthok ka⸗ 
mous memozy yet ſtanding in fozce, It was Enacted, That no manner of perſon do ind, oꝛ cauſe to be Wound any Fleece of Wooll not being 
ſufficiently rivered oꝛ waſhed, noꝛ Wind, oꝛ cauſe to be Wound within any Fleece, any deteivable things particularly mentioned in the ſame Act, 
oꝛ any other thing whereby the Fleece may be the moze weighty, to the deceit and loſs of the Buyer, upon pain the Seller of any ſuch deceitful 
Taoolls to forfeit foꝛ every ſuch Fleece ſir pence: Þis Majeſty hath been certainly infozmed, That notwithſtanding the ſaid good Act andStatute, 
much deceit is uſed in Waſhing, Winding, Folding and Packing of Woolls, and that fox the moſt part of unskilful perſons, contrary to the ſata 
Act and Statute : Þis Majeſty rherefoze minding to ha ve theſaid Clauſes of the ſaidStatute, and all Acts and Statutes touching, oꝛ in any wiſe 
concerning the avoiding of the laid deteits, oꝛ made and pꝛobided foꝛ the true andlawful Winding, Folding, and Packing of the ſaid Woolls by 
expert and skilful perſons, ſhall be from hencefozth duely oblerbed and put in execution, and the Offenders againſt the ſame to be cozrected and | 
punilhed attoꝛding to the effect and true meaning thereof, Poth firaitly Charge and Command all and every is Subjects whatſoever, to whom it 
thall and may appertain, toobſerve the true meaning of the ſaid Acts, and yield punctual obedience to the ſaidLaws, upon pain of fozfeiture of the 
penalties therein contained, and as they will avoid Þis Þigbneſs furtherdiſpleaſure. And further, Þis Bajelip by the Advice afozeſaid, firaitly 
Chargeth and Commandeth all and every Juftices of Peace, Mapozs, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, and all other Þis Þighneſs Dfficers and Miniſters 
whatſoever, to whom it may appertain, within their ſeveral Liberties and Pꝛetincts, That they, and eberyof them, cauſe every ſuch Difender and 
Offenders to be puniſhed foꝛ every ſuch Offente and Dffences above mentioned, in ſuch ſozt as is above limited, appointed and declared. And that 
ebery and whattoever Juſtite of Peace, Wayoz, Sheriff, Bayliff, oz other Officer do refuſe, oꝛ do not punilh, oz cauſeto be puniſhed, every ſuth per⸗ 
ſon oꝛ perſons, ſo to him oz them peeſented, attoꝛding to this pzeſent D2dinance, bis oz their faults being duely pꝛoved, ſhall be Fined to the Kings 

Dajeliy accozving to ſuch demerits 3 And further, ſhall incur ts Þighneſs diſpleaſure.
